The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 17th October 1953, relate to 157 
towns with an estimated population of 17,728 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 296 and their population is 
36,160 thousands. 1 hub 55% of the total number of towns 
representing 49% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The nimbus of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 10,837 and 5,175 representing birth and 
death rales of 31*8 and 15 ‘2 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A db C) • — The data here relate to 125 
towns with an estimated population of 14,059 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar, M adra.s , Orissa and West 
Bengal could not bo included. The total number of towns is 
250 and their population is 30,810 thousands. Thus 50% 
of the total number of towns representing 46% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 
reoorded in theao towns were 9,149 and 4,355 representing 


birth and death i atos of 33'8aud 19*1 per thousand of 
population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by States, 

Chanda m Madhya Pradesh was the only town which 
hud a high death rate of 69-3 per thousand of 
population and the high death rate was mainly duo to 
deaths from respiratory diseases. 

(B) States ( Part B) : — The data here relate to 32 
towns with an estimated population of 3,669 thousands 
The total number of towns is 46 and thoir population is 5,350 
thousands. Thus 70% of total number of towns repre 
senting 69% of total population is covered. The numbers 
of births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 1,688 and 
820 representing birth and death rates of 23 ’9 and 11 * 6 
per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population.
